The organised real estate Interests 
have done little to assist in carrying 
the civic debt incurred largely by 
their authority. On the contrary, 
when the suggestion was made to 
reverted lots at low prices to bona fide 
home builders, a policy which would 
probably have resulted In a lower 
tax rate through restoring some Of 
these lots to the taxpsylng list, the 
real estate Interests objected ae

I Now these Interests are pressing the 
provincial government to secure 
amendment* to transfer taxation re¬ 
quired to carry certain government 
snd municipal functions from land 
values to other sources, thereby mak¬ 
ing a present to a section of the com¬ 
munity as a whole, end resulting. If 
such amendments are adopted, also la 
Increasing the taxation on industry.

Desa Oeorgerltch. la th* hero¬ 
ine of “Balkan Monastery* by Stephen 
Graham, published by Nicholson and Watson.

Serbian children during the war. It is often 
difficult to realine that It U a novel. It reads 
like a record of historical facta, like the adven¬ 
tures—and misadventures—of real people. This 
effect le partly due to the clever Interweaving of 
actual eventa. and local knowledge, partly to the 
author s convincing narrative. 

When, at the beginning of the World War. tha 
Austrians bombarded Belgrade, that dty was 
evacuated and the capital’ was shifted to Hlxh. 
Deea and other children were hurried to the 
monastery of 8t. Roman, half way to the Bul¬ 
garian frontier. The enemy advanced and Ug>k 
away all the food—and bellp—from the monastery. 
an 4 _ the children, abandoned in their desolate 
retreat In the mountains, almost starved. 

"Three days after the Germane had raided the 
monastery there was no food of any kind. The 
larders were bare. Ofandfather Ruts and the 
children trudged across the snow through the 
villages to look for food. He and the older girls 
carried seeks. The fear of rape by enemy soldiers 
disappeared when the fear of starvation Inter¬ 
vened . - 

In abandoned cellars they found potatoes, and 
they took back hand-barrows laden with thla food. 
There was no flour, no bread, no milk. The chil¬ 
dren ate quantities of raw mangel-wureels. The 
girls lost their healthy looks, became thin and 
white. The children mostly ceased -te wash, got 
very dirty. There Was no soap. That was De¬ 
cember. 

“The sufferings of January. February. March.

From the start they prospered “There waa no 
auch thing as poverty and want in the Amana 
community.'' says Cappers Weekly. ''Everybody 
ate at the common uble.

At 
meal-time*, children were segregated from thetr 
elders, and men and women sat at opposite aides 
of the board. On Sundays the young folks were 
permitted to go walking in the field*, provided 
the boys did not mingle with the girls. Marrlsge 
wss permitted to gUls at twenty, and to men at 
twenty-four, but It waa not encouraged. 

Famines and individuals received necessary 
supplies from a common source. Religious ser¬ 
vices were held nightly. 

With changing times, ss the boys grew to man¬ 
hood. they chafed at the restrictions of the 
colony. They wanted to see. and to take, their 
chances in the outside world. 

“Three years ago. the old Communist Idea whs 
abandoned." says Capper's Weekly. “A corporation 
was formed which took ewer the colony property, 
worth about 91,900.000. The 1.400 member* of 
the colony were given shares in the coropor a tlon. 
and business began to be carried on according to 
the general rules of much abused capitalism. . . 

“This year, up to the end of September, the 
. . . stockholder employees earned In wages 
•140,000. about 930.000 more than ... in the 
same period last year, and 100 per cent more 
than eras earned in a similar period during the 
long years of existence of the Communistic 
colony.” 


The bankers got this word and Morgan and

The Morgans deny they brought pressure, but 
this was the “camel's nose" with which America 
began to provide the financial as well as material 
sinews for the Allies.

PARIS 

FRENCHMEN today are holding the Marne. This 
r time It Is. a European Marne, the bulwark 
against Continental Fascism. 

It may be tbs government does not know It, 
or tbs Bank of France, or a good many big In¬ 
dustrial and money Interests. But the Frenchmen 
out through the country know it. In the “sticks” 
they will not stand for fascism or anything much 
resembling It. 

In Farts there Is always talk of coups d'etat 
and putsches and the aelsure of power by a 
resolute hssd. a la Lenin and Mussolini. In the 
country they do not talk so much, and perhaps 
they do not do so much thinking. But they do a 
lot of Instinctive feeling, and that lnstlnctlvs 
feeling la generally a definite symptom of nausea 
and colie when aomebody mentions a dictator. 

If observers and correspondent* get away from 
Faria a little, that la what they find. 

FARM GETS WISE TO SENTIMENT 
THII instinctive feeling of the provinces gets to 
* Farts ones In a while. It arrived the other, 
day with the pusillanimous surrender of the Croix 
deFeu snd other Fascist leagues. Thet was be¬ 
cause. In a bright moment, the Fascist league* 
got wise to themselves and suddenly realised that 
outside Faria and a few isolated localities nobody 
wa# paying ***7 attention to them.

Germany Insisted that Wilson makt the Allies 
stop arming merchantmen. Wilson and Lansing, 
piqued by continued Allied defiance of their pro¬ 
tests against violations of international law. agreed 
It would be unfair to expect Oermany to erJer 
her submarines to rise-to the surface for "seerch 
and leisure" if tbst were going to mean that the 
subs would be sunk at once by armed merchant 


Wilson and Lansing evolved a plan by which 
tb# Allies would disarm merchantmen and Oer¬ 
many would atop torpedoing merchant ships with¬ 
out warning.

Oil Sanctions 

Italy Considers U.S. 
Support Would Be 
Gratuitous Affront 

TN ITS JANUARY Issue. World Petroleum, the 
* International oil Journal, publishes what la 
stated to be an authoritative definition of Italy’s 
position in regard to oil sanctions. 

The article maintains that Italy is aware that 
the proposal to extend sanctions to Include oil 
wa* put forward originally at Oeneva a* a measure 
to be adopted only If Joint action by the United 
States wars forthcoming and that the situation 
has now changed. Some of the original adherents 
of the plan* who hr v* become leas than lukewarm 
regarding it. are being urged to continue their 
support on the ground that It must bo carried 
through in order to keep faith with the govern¬ 
ment at Washington, which 1* represented a* being 
committed to a partial or complete embargo, as 
the League may decide. 

Italy realises fully thet without the support 
of the United States sanctions will not be applied 
against her. at least not in a form that need cause 
Rohm to worry. 

Italy appreciates the position of those European 
countries that hate pointed out to her that they 
art reluctantly compelled to support the policy of 
oil sanction* out of loyalty to the League but| 
hope that these sanctions will not bs applied 
too strictly. She a!»o appreciates that the United 
State* ha* no such obligation and supporting 
action by the United States in regard to oil 
sanction* will be regarded only as a gratuitous 
affront. If sanction* ar* adopted through the 
action of tb* United States, s degree of resent¬ 
ment will be felt in Italy toward the United States 
that will hardly apply to any other country. 

The Italian government also feels that oil 
sanctions would represent a reversal of the trend 
toward greater protection of civilian population 
that has grown up parallel to the development of 
civilization. For while it ia maintained by coun¬ 
tries advocating sanctions that the application of 
oil sanctions would paralyse the Italian armed 
foroea. the fact is that It would not affect their 
position to any marked degree because the fighting 
forces already have adequate supplies of could 
obtain such supplies. But oil sanctions would 
disorganise the commercial Ufa of the country 
and Inflict unnecessary suffering on the civil 
population.

| The danger, particularly In the case 
of certain cereal crops and fruits, la 
that the excess of nitrogen would bo 
likely to cause an abnormal growth 
of leaf and wood. As in all other 
lines of farm practice, it is the 
judicious use of nitrogen that marks 
a good fanner. It te certain that 
often the danger of uainf too much 
of a given plant food ia as great aa 
when too little la used. 

Another factor which must receive 
consideration Is the tkne of plough¬ 
ing down, that Is the degree of 
maturity at which the crop ha* ar¬ 
rived. For instance, we sometimes 
mulch soils in order to prevent the 
evaporation of the soli water. The 
water Is lifted by mean* of capillary 
attraction and stops when It arrive# 
at the mulch. If a few lnchea of 
dried material is ploughed down, say 
eight inches, that material may atop 
the capillary rise of water quite se 
effectually aa the mulch when placed 
on the surface. The crop growing 
over this mulch may suffer for vttcr 
before the organic material has 
broken down. U must be evident to 
all. that if this material had been 
ploughed down white atUl green, that 
the subsequent breaking down of 
the material would have been much 
more rapid than when dry. 

PLOUGHING UNDER 
The farmer must, of course, use 
his own Judgment as to the best 
method of ploughing down. By 
meanHgrf a chain attached to the 
plough J heavy crop* are sometimes 
very nicely covered, but wherever 
green manuring 1# a common prac¬ 
tice. the land roller la often used to 
flatten the crop, followed by the ^ »

Hollywood.—Irving Berlin makes it 
quite dear that he considers himself 
a song writer and not a musician. He 
grins while critic* comb their long 
grey beards and talk about the hid¬ 
den significances and subtleties of 
intent in some of hla pieces. 

As for music, he just does not 
know anything about It. Technically, 
that is For twenty years he has 
intended to learn how to play the 
piano, but still has not got around 
to it. Too bqsy writing songs. . ^ 

Now comes a —mtim»wt«i mite , 
atone In hU long career—the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of /'Alexander’s 
Rag-time Band." "That had some¬ 
thing. all right—a good tune, a kind 
of spark.” Berlin recalled. He is a 
quiet man of great sincerity, with 
a head fall of Ideas, and does not go 
In much for reeonant phrases. 
•’LIFTS’* OWN STUFF 

Berlin does not hesitate to borrow 
a musical phrase or a lyrical idea 
from one of his earlier songs to use 
to * later one. All writers and com¬ 
posers do this. "How Deep Is the 
Ocean?" came out of an undisting¬ 
uished mammy song he once turned ! 
out for A1 Jolson. And his “Easter 
Parade” number' for "As Thousands 
Cheer” really was written seventeen 
years before. 

He was scratching his head for 
sn old-fashioned tune of the type 
known to the trade as a “mock 
ballad.” But he could not think of 
anything half so appropriate as the 
theme of his “Smile and Show Your 
Dimple.” which had not been sta- j 
easeful In 1917. It served very well 
In the Broadway hit. 

Berlin has had published. In all. 
about 600 songs. "Ahd mdst of 
those.” he said, "were done during 
the early part of my career. Some¬ 


times I would write two choruses a 
night and maybe seven or eight- 
finished songs in a week. Most qC 
them were bad. ; 

IT'H EXPERIENCE 

“Today I have got a lot mare dis¬ 
crimination. It is just a matter 
of experience, not talent. Some¬ 
times I carry sn Idea around for 
years; ccpdfig back to It, trying to 
develop it. 

"Music of different periods differs 
in treatment, but the fundamental 
is Always -tbs. same. To be. popular, 
at any Lima, a place has to havo a 
good solid melody. That is why a 
composer like Jerome Kern never 
gets old.” 

Berlin Is proud that there were 
116,000 rad lb and stage perform¬ 
ances of his songs in 1934, before 
he worked for Hollywood. 

Aa a tune carpenter. Berlin carries 
some pretty heavy tools—a couple 
of special pianos. He plays by ear. 
and only on the black keys. The 
pianos are built so that be can 
transpose to different keys merely 
by pulling a lever. 

PIANO GOES 'ROUND, AROUND 

“I bought the old one for 6100 
when I -started wilting tunes” be 
recalled. “Since then I have spent 
probably 65.000 lugging It around 
with me—to Italy. Bermuda, Holly¬ 
wood. and everywhere I hare worked.
